The 
circuit presided over by the late Justice 
BlatOhford comprises tlie three district*

The balance of the southern circuits 
are divided as follows: Chief Justice 
Fuller presides over the circuit 0OO> 
poaad of the districts of Maryland, Vir- 
ginia, West Virginia and North and 
South Carolina. The district of Ik'la- 
wai* Is in the circuit of Justice Shira«. 
The Kentucky and the Tenn.^s.^ dis- 
tricts arc iu Justice BfOWB't district, 
while the districts of Missouri and Ar- 
kansas are presided over by Justice
